2.  The  Galleries  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  cor- 
rectly the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  descrip- 
tion, genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are 
to  be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under 
a numbered  item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  num- 
bered item  are  designated  as  a “Lot”  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective 
of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item.

FOREWORD 


GADSBY’S  T AVERN  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  one  of  the  oldest 
institutions  of  its  kind  in  America,  was  for  a long  period 
of  years  a popular  meeting  place  of  His  Majesty’s  loyal 
subjects  in  the  American  colonies.  It  was,  however,  with  the  com- 
mencement of  the  War  for  Independence  that  the  Tavern  assumed 
its  present  importance  as  an  historic  landmark.  Washington, 
Lafayette,  Paul  Jones,  anti  others  of  the  elite  of  the  nation’s  hier- 
archy are  claimed  among  its  patrons,  while  within  its  walls  decisions 
important  to  the  nation  are  saitl  to  have  been  made. 

It  was  with  the  intention  of  reviving  something  ol  its  past 
glamour  that  Mrs  Mark  M.  Henderson,  of  University,  Virginia, 
some  years  ago  decided  to  refurnish  the  Tavern  in  a style  con- 
forming to  eighteenth  century  Colonial  and  early  Federal  standards. 
The  furniture  anti  other  objects  which  she  succeeded  in  obtaining 
for  her  purpose,  and  which  we  are  now  offering  here,  include  pieces 
which  are  distinguished  in  their  own  right  as  much  for  their  historical 
association  as  for  their  merits  as  examples  of  line  cabinetwork. 
1 bus  we  have  the  sideboard  and  pair  of  knife  boxes  [Numbers  150 
and  40,  respectively]  which  were  formerly  part  of  the  furnishings 
of  Carrollton,  the  residence  of  Charles  Carroll,  Maryland  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence;  a set  of  six  chairs  [Number  158] 
formerly  owned  by  “Lighthorse  Harry”  Lee  of  Revolutionary  War 
fame;  and  a three-part  dining  table  [Number  165]  formerly  the 
property  of  President  James  Monroe. 

The  collection  presents  a picture  ol  Colonial  life  in  its  most 
elementary  as  well  as  its  most  sophisticated  forms.
